"Women's Bureau of the

"Today more thsn one-fifth o£ the 


•women of the United States are em- 
Cloyed in gainful occupations," 
the 


secretary said, "and more than one- 
tenth of the married women of the 
nation are so employed. These figures 
demonstrate clearly the need for 
a 


thorough consideration of the prob- 
lems which confront these mothers, 
and potential mothers of our citizens 
of the future. Upon the richt solution- 
tion of thess problems depends our 
•very existence as a nation. 


"I say here and now and I shall 


i?tand unequivocally on this proposi- 
tion: Take'out of industry these moth 
ers who have babies to care for. An 
economic structure which is anywhere 
' based upon the labor inindustry of the 


mothers of the nation is false 
and 


iooner or later it will come crashing 
Oown upon our heads.

It is significant 
that during the decade between 1910 
and 1920 the numbre Of women em-

Representative Frank F. Fernald of Dover has introduced a 


bill in the legislature designed to establish a Court of Industrial 
Relations. He does not claim to be the originator of the plan, 
but has been studying the legislation of Kansas a'nd other sec- 
tions of the world along the same line. He has sought to pick 
out the meat of all the laws provided for this purpose and his 
bill is certainly a clear and reasonable one. 


Such a court has been in existence in Canada for many 


years. It has been recently established in Kansas. It is said 
to be working well in both places. The bill is based on the fact 
that the general and business public is directly interested in the 
industries that manufacture food, clothing, wearing apparel 
of all kinds, in fuel and in the transportation of the same. It 
creates a court which will do away with the Public Service 
Commission and take over all its work in the matter of public 
utilities, as well as a broad extension of its duties. 


It provides for three judges, appointed by the governor with 


the advice and consent of the council, who shall have full 
power and court authority to -investigate conditions growing- 
out of the employment of labor in these industries enumerated 
above. The bill makes it imperative that the good offices of 


• the court shall be sought before labor troubles shall reach the 
strike stage. It is designed to-protect the interest of the em- 
ployer, the employee and the public. 


There is always a third interest in all these great disturbances 


which, though innocent, is directly injured. This third into 
est, the business public, has had no power to enter labor con- 
troversies effectively and no voice in the deliberations. It has 
had a sort of-moral influence, but that has counted for but 
little. 


The attention of the court can be called to any troubled con- 


dition by either of the three parties recognized. It can initiate 
its own investigation. It'has the power to summon witnesses 
and compel their attendance, ft-is, in. reality, a court in itself 
with, full court authority. Its orders, after foil investigation, 
must be respected or the parties to the condition may be sub- 
jected to fine or imprisonment. 


As a bill, it is wonderfully well drawn and simple in under- 


standing. That some such law is needed, is apparent from the 
results in this state during the -past year. Industry should not 
be:permitted to -tie the hands pf bnsiness;-witho,ut.recompense 
and it matters no^whether that tie is-placed-by the employer 
or employee.

This bill will be^watclhed with much interest by the business 


men of the state, ""it is. along the lines of -progressive legislation 
that should receive the keenest consideration from every mem- 
ber of the legislature.

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Sea Prevents Them From Making Rescue 


at York Beach-Captain of Crew Suf 
fers From Frozen Hands 


. 
The Isles of Shoals life boat and 


crew which attempted to reach the 
men on the distressed vessel Robert 
W., at Long Beach on Friday during 
the blizzard, is back safe at Apple- 
Sore Island, after an experience which 
they will long remember. 


This boat, in command of Captain 


Sprague, battled the seas for several 
hours in the 12-mile run to the scene 


•~of the wreck and it is nothing short 


of a miracle that they are alive to- 
day. 
They got within One mile Of 


.XiOnb Beach and were compelled to 
give up owing to the condition of the 
boat and the sea.- Every minute the 
crew thought the-bottom of the life 
boat would be opened up by the sea. 
'The bout was iced from stern to stem 
and could make but 'little headway 
against the wind. The failure of the 
crew to show up caused much fear, 
but Captain Sands, superintendent of 
the district, had no worriment as to 


. the .safety' of the' men and he know 


that If the life boat' "could reach the 
Vessel they could take the men off. 


Captain Sprague of the life 
boat 


was obliged to turn the craft back and 
•head for the islands.' They arrived 
there about 'S o'clock and put in a 
cove off'Smutty nose Island, being_un.- 
abl» to mak.e a landing at Appledore: 
After tielrig up at p, mooring, they at- 
tempted to land in a dory which'they 
had in tow, "and .the line from the 
same became caught Jn the propeller 
of the lifeboat. They finally cleared the 


"trouble and got ashore on Star Island. 
Captain Sprague's hands were consid- 
erably frozen.
